The other
fumates sprang from thelr beds, and, without
am‘ ping for their clothing, ran out and made
their escape, nlthough the mob, which nmn-
bered over fifty (some say one hundred) men,
lred about a bundred shots after “them,
ortunately  withoat effect. The inmates
hud barely escaped from the house when
o keg of powder which had been earrled futo
e houre, snd ignited by a long fuse from the
outside, exploded with terrific effect, blowing
the galle end nnd side off, and entirely gutting
be building.

Unfe Scenes In Parks,

The capital is rapidly resuming Its wonted ap-
pearance. A few days ago the boulevards were
as deserted as a Pompeilan streat—the Rue St
Honore as silent as a by-way in an Eoglish
cathedral town. The theatres wore closed, many
of the shiops shut, the whole aspect of the eity
eeeentially forlorn. Now, writes & London News
correspondent, you may stroll from the Made-
leine along the Boulevard des Capucines, the
Boulevard Italien, or that of Montmartre, and
almott fancy that no shadow of death has pussed
over the place.

The weather Is somewhat too cold to permit
of sitting out of doors; but if you will take your
demi-tasse at any famous cafe on the Boulevards'
or in the Palais Royal your ears will be assailed
by the accustomed din of domlinoes, and the
only chavge apparent will be that most of the
wen are clothed In uniform, and that the
womien's dresses are less brilliant than of yore.
Crowds of idlers stand admiriug the sham
jewelry and cheap but tastefnl ornaments in
ibe numerons bazaars. In the Cafe Madrid—
twice closed duriog the slege, by order of the
Government, on acconnt ol the revolutionary
projects hatcbed within its walls—yon may
take your 4 o'clock absinthe, and read the
newspapers in perfect ealm, though surrounded
by writers of the wost republican journals and
#peakers In the most, republican elubs of repub-
licun France, Take a turn on the Boulevards,
you will find them so crowded with flanewrs
and idlers of both rexes, that it is quite a difi-
cult matter to make one’s wuy through the
Wrong. Like David of old, the people have
eaten bread, have taken water, and washed,
and have made themselves of a cheerful conn-
lenance.

Ausirin’s Faverable Fiannclal Statement,

The Austrinn fluancial statement for 1870 is
more favorable than was expected. The revenue
received for 1870 exceeded the amount esti-
mated, nnd Yeft a cash balante of 40,000,000.
The Minister of Finance had estimated a deficit
for 1871 ol 30,000,000, and was authorized to sell
60,000,000 of rentes. He will sell 43,000,000,
which will produce 85.000,000; and with this

THE BRITISH MINISTRY.

Imporinnt Changes In ¥r. Gindstone’s Cabl-
sel—Yhe New Appolntuments,

A ecable telegram published elsewhere an
nounces Important changes as having just taken
vlace in Mr. Gladstone's Ministry. There have
been numerous reports of late of still greater
changes, but the annonvcement of the new ap
pointments by the London Times of this morn-
ing eets these first reports at rest. The changes
were rendered necessary by the coutinued Il
uees of ibe Right Hon. Hugh C. E. Childers, the
Firet Lord of the Admiraity, whose physicians
recently declared that be would not be able to
resume his official duties for at leasta year,
Below we give brief sketches of Mr, Gladstone's
new colleagues,

———
The Hight Hon, {icorge Jenchim Goschen,
who succeeds Mr. Childers ag First Lord of the
Admiralty and bhend of the British naval ad
ministration, Is the son of Mr. William H.
Goechen, a prominent Loodon merchant, of
German extraciion, and was born in 1831, He
was educated at Rughy and Orisl College, Ox-
ford, from which institution, however, he did
pot gradoate, in coosequence of enter-
tainlng consclentious scruples against taking
the oaths then  eunforced. la  May,
1803, he entered Parliament as & member for
Lovdon, in the Liberal interest, and has sig-
palized Lis career in the House of Commons by
sdvocallng earvestly the abolition of all reli-
glous tests in the universities, and throwlng
them open to dissenters. In July, 1885, he was
ogain returned to Parllament for the elty of
Loudon, stauding at the head of the roll, and
was again successful at the election of N vem-
ber, 1868. On November 20, 1805, he
wag ‘appolnted Vice-President of the Board
of Trade, andj on Januvary 26, 1868, Chancellor
of the Duchy of Laneaster, bat retired trom
office with the Russell Miulstry, o June of that
year., In December, 1868, he entered Mr. Glad-
#lone's new Ministry as President of the Poar
Law Board, the position which he vacates, to
accept the head of the Admiralty Board. Mr.
Goscheén, who hns lopg been engaged If busl-
ness a6 a merchant in London, has written
largely on financlal questions, aud 18 the anthor
of a work on *The Theory of Forelgn Ex.

Poor Law Board, a very lmportant office, was
born at Halifax, Yorkshire, in 1820. He wae
educated at University College, London, and
was called to the bar at the Toauer Temple in
1840, In April, 1858, he was elected to
the Houre of Commens for the bo-
rough of Hallfax, In the advinced Liberal ln-
terest and silll holds the seat to which he was
then elected. In April, 1863, he waa appolnted
s Junlor Lord of the Admiralty by Lord Palmer-
gion, snd displayed great adminlstrative abuliy

In the dischsrge of his dutles. Bat in April,
1504, Lo was obliged (o resizn on agcount of ke

dircatisfaction eansed hy hin Intlmacy with
Magzini, the celebrated Italisn agitator, whose
correspondence from abroad resched him andar
cover of Mr. Biansfeld's pame, to avold the
erpionage of the London Post Office. In Fab-
ruary, 1866, however, be agaln eontered offlee,
becoming Under-Becretary of Siate In Lord
Ruseell’s second admiuvistration, retiring with
the Mintstry in Juve following. [u Devewn-
ber, 1868, when Mr, Giadstone made
up hi« mini<try, he created a new ofice for the
eepuedlal bencfit of Mr, Stansfeld, that of Third
Lord of the Trensury, which he has continued
to haold until the present time.

CUSTOM-HOUSE REFORM,

Previslons of Senntor Fentow’s New HBill.

Mr. Fenton will introduce a Hill in the Senate
Lo-dnw 1o regulate the serviceof the Government
in the collection of the customs at the various
poris of entry in the United States. and the dis-
positicn of fines, penaliles, and forfeltires 1n-
curred under the laws relatiog thereto, and for
other purpoees.  The bill looks to a general re-
lorm of the revenue service, especialiv in New
York, embracing the Naval Otfice aud Surveyer's
and Appralser’s departments, snd 1= intended to

| simplity wud Inrgely reduce the expenses of the

collection of the revenue,

Toe 1enth section provides that all fines and
penalties, and the proceeds of all condemng-
tione psid W or received by auy eollecior or
otber cllicers of the customs for violutions of
any of the customs or revenne laws, hy ug-
thorlty of wny sclzure, complaiot, oy procesd-
ing,rhall be puid into the Treasury of the United
Stutes, and no portion thereo! shall be paid or
distributed to suy cflicer, except whers attampts
Al rinugelivg sre detected, and seizare of wer-
chandiev 20 deemed 1o L BunEriad s netually
waie, In such cases, the officer or oilioers mak-
lng the selzure chall be entitied o one fourth
the proceeds thereof, after deducting all coss
snd experses ol condemnpation, wnd the daties
acerulng on the goods. 1t farther provides that
it shall not be lawtol for ssy otlicer to
compromise or settle any claim welsinge under
the Custome laws, or relieve from wny tioe,
peondty, or forfeiture, or fall w prosecute nuy
offender, under the anthority aud direcuon of
the SBecretary of the Treasury or the Pesident.
The eleventh and twelfth sections relate (o th
general order business and cartago svatems. The
tourtcenth section provides that the appolut-
ment of all oilivers of the Costoms, 11"¢tl'-i'"|| g the
concurrence of the Benate, shall b for the term
of four vears, and that thevy sball hold their
